Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 11, 
paragraph 0039, Une 3, numeral "29" should read ~19~. 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: there is no basis in the specification for "front side fixing surface" of claim 
12. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR L84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: numeral 17 (para. 
0038, Une 2). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Rejections '35 use §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctiy claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his inventioa 

Claims 1 to 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being inconq)lete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting 
to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted 
structural cooperative relationships are: the suction muffler, valve plate, suction valve and 
discharge valve are recited merely in a cataloguing manner without any structural and functional 
relationship. 

Claims 1 to 21 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites that the valve package is "adopted" in the housing. This word does not 
clearly describe the structural relationship between the valve package and the housing. Did 
appUcant intend to state that the valve package is inserted in the housing? 

In claim 6, there is no antecedent basis for "the covering". 

In claim 9, there is no antecedent basis for "the outer Umiting wall". 

In claim 1 1, there is no reference frame for "asymmetrical". That is, relative to what 
plane is the geometry asymmetrical? 

In claim 12, it is not clear what structure is "adopted" in the housing. Furthermore, the 
word "adopted" does not clearly describe the structural relationship between the parts. 

In claim 14, there is no antecedent basis for "the inner hmiting wall". 
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In claim 19, the meaning of "lying half cylinder" is not understood. 
Thorough revision of the claims is required in order to render them definite in form 
according to the statute. 

The prior art could not be appUed to the claims due to their indefiniteness.
